Plantation of Chriſtianity. And tho! the 
| hotteſt Ceremony-Monger that ever yet 
appear'd on the Britiſy Iſle, durft never 

affirm, that theſe Things are of Divine 
Inſtitution, yet our High- flyers are reſolv'd, 


aliquo modo, to maintain theſe Traditions 


I the Fathers, not out of any Reſpect or 
Eſteem they have either for the one or 
the other, but as Judas follow'd Chriſt

HOW often may we hear, or rather

THIS I think will be leſs difficult than 
the former to make out: And 1 ſhall on- 
ly, offer this to prove it not a National 
Abt: That more Perfons appear'd on the 
King's part in Arms, than on the Parlia- 
ment's. Tis certain, that the King's Forces 
Were 
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were more numerous for a long Time, 
and the War was carry'd on, tho' with 
various Succeſs, yet with Abundance of 
Vigour on both Sides, for ſeveral Years ; 
and after the King's Affairs declin'd, the 
Reaſons of which, to Humane View, 
ſeems to have been Remiſſneſs in Diſci- 
pline and Want of Pay, many bold and 
vigorous Attempts were made to retrieve. 
them, tho? fruitleſs and unſucceſsful :- All 
which put together is as good as a Thou- 
ſand Witneſſes, that the Nation did not 
concur therein, no nor all thoſe that ſerv'd 
under the Parliament againſt the King: 
Witneſs. the Lord Thomas Fairfax, who 
_ perceiving the Drift of the Juncto, who 
were both Senators and Soldiers, and find- 
ing that his Authority over them, as Ge- 
neral, was dwindled into an empty Ti- 
_ tle and Complement, under the Colour of 
which they intended to compaſs their De- 
ſigns, reſign'd his Compiſſion and with- 
drew: Nay, ſo far was it from being a 
National Act, that but a few, very few 
of the Commons themſelves did agree 
thereto, and therefore as it was not a Na- 
tional, ſo neither was it a Parliamentary 
Act. To have made it an AQ of the 
Parliament, twas abſolutely neceſſary and 
inſeparable from the Nature of the Thing, 
that both Houſes ſhould have 8 
8 | there- 
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thereto; but before this, the Houſe of 
Lords was voted uſeleſs, and thereby one 
part being deſtroy'd,. the other ceagd to 

be a Parliament: And as the Honourable 
Houſe of Lords was laid aſide, fo the 
Houſe of Commons had in a great mea- 
ſure ſhar'd the ſame Fortunes; for that 
_ Honourable Houſe having been reform'd, 
as they were pleas'd to call it, was fe- 
duc'd in Number as well as Quality, far 
below the Dignity of that Auguſt Body; 
and therefore could not be calld fo much 
as an Houſe of Commons, much leſs 4 
Parliament; but were in Reality a Jurct oy 
who aſſum'd to themſelves. a Power and 
Authority they had no Right to, which 
Was maintain'd by ſome eminent and po- 
pular Commanders of the Army, *till the 
Juucto had ſerv'd their Turn; and hay- 
ing for ſome Time been over-aw'd by 
them, they, were at laſt ſent packing with * 
s much Contempt and Indignizy as poſ- 
ſibly could be thrown upon them, not by 
Dany Appearance. of Legal Procedure, bot 
open Violence: Thus have I given 4 
Auccin& Account of theſe Things, fo far 
as. they relate to this Head; but ſuch Per- 
ſons as deſire to be better ſatisſied in theſe 
Peints, may. be fully inſorm'd in feveral 
Books publi{h'd on thoſe Tranſactions, but 
eſpecially in my Lord Clarendons Wri-

NOW the keeping a Day of Humili-

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VI. THAT, that Generation is quite 
worn out, in whoſe Days the Ring was 
put to Death; and the Sons of many of

IT would be needleſs to prove a Thing 
ſo ſelf-evident, it being almoſt Seventy 
Years ſince the King ſuffer'd Death, and 
to perpetuate it from Generation to Gene- 
ration is but rubbing of an old Sore, 
to no Purpoſe, or elſe to a very bad one, 
namely to divide the Commonalty.

ſon King Charles II. was ſuſpected to have 
his Diſmiſſion by Poiſon; inſomuch, that 
when he lay upon his Death-Bed, a

. B:C hamber, being ask d, how his Majeſty 
„ did, reply'd, they had oiPd and greagd 

bis Boots, and fitted him for his Journey;
